In the evening the Pa rlor rink 
wa s crowded to its utmost ca pa city 
with the merry firemen a nd their 
uests who a ssembled to “ trip the 
ight fa nta stic.” 
The music fur­ 
nished wa s ex cellent a nd every­ 
body seemed to thoroughly enjoy 
themselves a nd regretted when the 
time ca me to depa rt. 
At a n ea rly hour this morning 
the streets were filled with crowds 
of people a nd the sidewa lks seemed 
fa irly to groa n with the burden of 
the la rge |K>pulous.

The St. Cloud ba nd of eighteen 
men, 
a ll in uniform, furnished 
music a nd were just in front of the 
St, Cloud Hose compa ny of twenty- 
seven men, followed by the Little 
Fa lls fire protectors in nea t uni­ 
forms. 
The Little Gia nt hose 
compa ny were in line a nd a ttra cted 
much a ttention, while following 
them wa s the Roya lton compa ny 
of ten men.

And this is a ssuming the impro­ 
ba ble proposition 
tha t the fa ll 
ra ins will not a ssist ma teria lly in 
the improvement of the sta ge of 
wa ter iu the Mississippi. 
But even 
with such a dva nta ges a s a re likely 
to 
a ccrue 
during 
this 
limited 
period, the question ca n a ga in be 
properly a sked whether it will ¡» a y 
to injure the lumber business upon 
the upper Mississippi, by ca rrying 
out Ma jor A llen s recommenda ­ 
tions, a nd prohibiting the sluicing 
of log« until a fter August 1st.

Under Guard «»f His Honor, 


An old local ’» istory of P ennsy l­ 
vania, now o ut of p rint, contains the 
following anecdote, which gives us a 
new incident in W ashington’s life. 
During the “ whiskey insurrection” 
in W estern P ennsy lvania in 179 2, the 
leader, Bradford, acquired a p ow er­ 
ful influence over a wealthy farm er 
Tied J o h n Mitcbel, and drew him 
p ly in to the consp iracy . 
Mitchel 
was h y oung, enthusiastic m an, with a 
beautiful home, a wife and one child. 
T he co n sp ira to rs believed t h a t in­ 
fo rm a tio n of their p lans h ad been 
sent from the little village of W ashing­ 
ton, in P e n n s y lv a n ia , to the Presi­ 
dent. 
B radford 
p ersuaded Mitchel 
th a t the letter containing this inform ­ 
a tio n were in the mails, an d m ust be 
seized as an ac t of m ilitary necessity . 
Robbery o l t he m ails was then an 
offence p unishable by death, 
but, 
Mitchel, convinced 
t h a t 
he 
was 
risking his life to serve his co un try , 
joined by tw o o th er men, stop jied the 
wagon on a lonely 
road 
between 
W ashington an d P ittsburgh, an d ca r­ 
ried the mail-bag to B rad fo rd ’s house. 
It was op ened, the dam aging letters 
were taken out, a n d the rest were re­ 
turned to the p ost-office a t P itts ­ 
burgh. 
When the insurrection was quelled, 
all the leaders escap ed ex cep ting Jo h n 
Mitchel, who rode into cam p , and, 
finding General Morgan, gave himself 
up . 
“ I have been a fool,” he said. 
I see 
t h a t p lainly . 
I arn ready to bear the 
p unishm ent of my folly .” 
General Morgan, who knew t h a t he 
had been deceived by Bradford, was 
annoy ed th a t he had n o t m ade his 
escap e w ith him. 
H e believed Mitchel 
to be a t h ea rt an honest m an, 
and, 
with th e rest of the county , liked an d 
resp ected him; but knowing t h a t if he 
was brought to trial, the p unirhinent 
would be death, he determ ined to give 
him a chance to esca|if. 
“ You c a n n o t he tried here,” be said. 
“ I will give y on a p ass to Philadelp hia. 
Rep ort y ourself ty ere.” 
“ i am to h ave a guard?” 
“ Nc, none.” 
T h e General turned on his heel an d 
walked aw ay . 
He intended an d ex ­ 
p ected Mitchel to fly as soon as he 
had reached the wilderness, but the 
y oung farm er’s h onor was a stricter 
guard th a n soldiers would have been, 
and drove him w ithout flinching to 
his death. 
He bade farewell to Ins wife and 
child, an d sta rte d alone on horseback 
to Philadelp hia. 
It w a s a th re e week’s 
journey , a t any hour of which lie could 
Irnve escap ed. 
He rep orted himself 
a* a p risoner, was tn ed , convicted, 
an d sentenced to be hanged. 
When the news 
reached 
General 
Morgan, he sent a sjiecial messenger 
to the p resident, with an account of 
the facts in the case. 
W ashington, it 
is said, was deep ly touche« !, an 1 at 
once sent a full p ardon to Mitchel, 
with a message to return to his wife 
and child, an d to keep clear of con­ 
s p ira to rs for the rest of his life.—

SHOT 1X18 Sf'OUSK.

GOVERNMENT DAMS OPENED. 
Such practical benefit as may 
accrue to the lumber interest from 
the governm ent reservoirs is likely 
to be demonstrated in the next 
two or three 
weeks, though the 
recent rains are likely to be entitled 
to some of the credit for the in­ 
creased volume of wafer. 
The 
gordrnment dams have been opened 
arid the flood has been felt here 
during this week. 
It lias undoubt­ 
edly been. of material assistance, 
too, in forwarding the drive being 
broughl down by the boom com­ 
pany. 
The raising of the gates at 
the government dams has come 
none to soon, and might have been 
done with advantage to navigation 
some time ago. 
River men pro­ 
nounce the water the lowest since 
1864, when the low water standard 
was established. 
A t La Crosse 
last week the water was within 
five inches of this standard, which 
it is not 
now likely to reach, 
especially if the fall rains should 
follow quickly the flow of water 
from the reservoirs. 
Under the 
existing circumstances, however, 
the question may properly be asked 
wheeler the interests of navigation 
might not have been subserved by 
opening the reservoirs earlier iii 
the summer. 
Undtr 
the most 
favorably conditions these govern­ 
ment improvements will contribute 
to the improvement of navigation 
this year only 
between August 
15th and the close of navigation. 
And this is assuming the impro­ 
bable proposition 
that the fall 
rains will not assist materially in 
the improvement of the stage of 
water in the Mississippi. 
But even 
with such advantages as are likely 
to 
accrue 
during 
this 
limited 
period, the question can again be 
properly asked whether it will pay 
to injure the lumber business upon 
the upper Mississippi, by carrying 
out Major Alien's recommenda­ 
tions, and prohibiting the sluicing 
of logs until after August 1st. 
The opinion that, however, exten­ 
sive navigation may be on the 
Mississippi, the advantages to ac­ 
crue will not compensate for the 
injury which would be done, exists. 
But navigation is not extensive, 
nor is it likely to be so long as rail 
lines, with their sharp com petition, 
continue 
to m ultiply.— Lumber­ 
man.

ITuder Guard o f H is H onor, 
An old local history of Pennsyl­ 
vania, now out of print, contains the 
following anecdote, which gives us a 
new incident in Washington’s life. 
During the “whiskey insurrection” 
in Western Pennsylvania in ] 792, the 
leader, Bradford, acquired a power­ 
ful influence over a wealthy fanner 
•tied John Mitchel, and drew him 
ply into the conspiracy. Milchel 
was a young, enthusiastic man, with a 
beautiful home, a wife and one child. 
The conspirators believed th a t in­ 
formation of their plans had been 
sent from tile little village of Washing­ 
ton, in Pennsylvania, to the Presi­ 
dent. Bradford 
persuaded Mitchel 
th at the letter containing this inform­ 
ation were in the mails, and must be 
seized as an act of military necessity. 
Bobbery ol I be mails was then an 
offence punishable by death, 
but, 
Mitchel. convinced 
th at 
he 
was 
risking his life to serve his country, 
joim^d by two other men, stopped the 
wagon on a lonely road 
between 
Washington and Pittsburgh, and car­ 
ried the mail-bag to Bradford’s house. 
It was opened, the damaging letters 
were taken out, and the rest were re­ 
turned to the post-office a t P itts­ 
burgh. 
When the insurrection was quelled, 
all the leaders escaped excepting John 
Mitchel, who rode into camp, and, 
finding General Morgan, gave himself 
UP*“ I have been a fool,” he said. I see 
th at plainly. 
I am ready to bear the 
punishment of my folly.” 
General Morgan, who knew th a t he 
had been deceived by Bradford, was 
annoyed th at he had not made his 
escape with him. He believed Mitchel 
to be a t heart an honest man, and, 
with tile rest of the county, liked and 
respected him; but knowing th at if he 
was brought to trial, the punishment 
would be death, lie determined to give 
him a chance to escape. 
“ You cannot be tried here,” be said. 
“ I will give yon a pass to Philadelphia. 
Report yourself then*.” 
“ I am to have a guard?” 
“Ne, none.” 
Tile General turned on his heel and 
walked away. He intended and ex­ 
pected Mitchel to fly as soon as he 
had reached the wilderness, but the 
young farmer’s honor was a stricter 
guard than soldiers would have been, 
ami drove him without flinching to 
his death. 
He bade farewell to his wife and 
child, and started alone on horseback 
to Philadelphia. 
It w asathree week's 
journey, at any hour of which hecould 
have escaped. He reported himself 
as a prisoner, 
was tiled, convicted, 
and sentenced to be hanged. 
When the news reached General 
Morgan, he sent a special messenger 
to the president, with an account of 
the facts in the case. Washington, it 
is said, was deeply touched, an I at 
once sent a full pardon to Mitchel, 
with a message to return to his wife 
and child, and to keep clear of con­ 
spirators for the rest of his life.—

Yesterday after­ 
noon when he had left the house after 
dinner, Mrs. Fenran put on her Sunday 
togs, let the children out to play after 
kissing them good-bye, and a carriage 
called soon after and got her trunk, 
which she had packed in secret.

Mrs. Fenran drove away to the Bank of 
Minnesota, where she drew out $250 of 
her husband's lawful money. She drove 
back to the depot, and there met her 
lover, the winsome young Jack Priest. 
It was nearly 4 o’clock, and time for the 
overland train to leave on the Northern 
Pacific road. Mrs. Fenran hesitated not 
at all, but went to the ticket window ana 
planted down the price of two tickets to 
Sacramento, Cal. Then she and Jack 
boarded the train, took a Pullman sleeper 
and bade good-bye forever to bt. Paul

. Ld their children. 
Fenran returned 
home and grew uneasy over her extended 
absence. Ile waited as long as he could 
and went out to find the truth. He found 
it ai) in very short order, and through 
Chief Clark the authorities at Brainerd 
were telegraphed a description of Priest 
and Mrs. Fenran, and when the train 
which bore them ai rived at that point 
they were taken into custody.

The Fem an-Priest elopement ended in 
Fenran shooting his wife at IO o’clock 
last night. He evidently meant to kill, 
but she escaped with a hole in her cheek 
through the fortunate interference of a 
gold ear-ring. Mrs. Fenran and Priest 
returned to the city yesterday in charge 
of Sheriff Richter. Mrs. Fenran returned 
lo her mother’s house, located close by 
the house her of husband, in the ravine, 
at the west end of the East Seventh 
street bridge. Her husband came there 
early in the evening and gave her a 
“ tongue lashing” that resulted in her 
fainting away. Her little sister ran for 
help and brought a cousin, a lithe young 
man. who threw Fenran out of the house 
bodily about 9:30 o’clock. In a half-hour 
he came back again, forced an entrance 
and went to the room where his wi fe 
was lying in bcd, attended by her ihir- 
teen-year-old sister. 
They had some 
words, and she refused to listen to him 
any more. 
She turned away from him 
and assumed a position lying on her left 
side with her back toward him. 
As she 
turned away he whipped out a 32-ca!it>er 
revolver, and placing the muzzle within 
a foot of her upturned right ear, fired 
once and ran. 
By the merest accident 
the shot was not fatal. The bullet struck 
a small gold ear-nng which she wore and 
was deflected from its course, entering 
the cheek at the point of the lower lobe 
of the ear and pursuing a course down­ 
ward and a little inward, U came out of 
the check about an inch from the corner 
of the mouth, having passed only through 
the fleshly part of the cheek.

The Weather Signs. 
The white flag indicates clear or fair 
weather. The blue flag indicates snow 
or rain. The black triangular flag al­ 
ways refers to temperature and when 
placed above the white or blue flag it In­ 
dicates warmer 
weather; when below 
either colder weather may be looked for. 
When the flag is not displayed at all the 
temperature will remain stationary or 
will not vary five degrees from the tem­ 
perature of the same hour of the preced­ 
ing day. 
The white flag with black 
square in center, indicates the approach 
of a sudden and decided fall in tempera­ 
ture. This signal is usually ordered at 
least twenty-four hours rn advance of the 
cold wave. 
It is not displayed unless a 
temperature of forty-five degrees, or less 
is expected By watching the flag staff 
on top of the hose house you can tell 
what kind of weather to expect as the 
indications arc received every morning 
and the flags are hoisted accordingly.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


fatalistic* 
Concerning 
th* 
S tren gth o f th is P o w erfu l O rder. 
It is impossible to estimate closely 
Ihe strength of the order of the Knight® 
of Labor. Though all the tradeg unions 
ire not embraced in the order, there 
are thousands of men belonging to these 
separate bodies who are members of 
the common brotherhood. 
Naturally 
the Knights desire to keep their strength 
unknown to outsiders, lest by a knowl­ 
edge of the full extent of the power 
which would have to be met, capital in 
some cases might feel justified in m eet­ 
ing a contest or in prolonging its ni­ 
si-lance to their demands. 
There a n 
said to be about five thousand local 
assemblies of the order in the country, 
and it is believed that a modest esti­ 
mate would put the average member­ 
ship at one hundred to each assembly. 
Of course many of the local bodies num ­ 
ber few members, but on the other 
hand then: are many which contain sev­ 
eral hundred on their rolls. 
Not less 
than five hundred thousand members 
may be credited to tne order through­ 
out the country; careful inquiries lead 
one to place the present maximum 
membership at not over one million. 
The strength of the order, however, is 
rapidly increasing; in fact, admission 
of new assemblies has been suspended 
for a while, because there Is so much to 
be done in writing 
up 
the 
roll! 
of those recently organized,and, second, 
because the order does not care Un 
weaken itself by adm itting labor trade* 
which might tax the whole organiza­ 
tion for support in a possible contest 
over unreasonable 
demands. 
The 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
and the Amalgamated Iron and Steel­ 
workers are the two most powerful 
unions of laboring men in the country, 
but they are not, as bodies, members 
of the Knights of Labor. 
The Knights 
are believed to be strongest in the Mid­ 
dle States. 
They are weakest iii point 
of numbers, probably, in New En­ 
gland. 
Among the cities. New York 
without doubt furnishes the largest 
num ber to the order. 
There are fully 
fifty thousand members here, as nearly 
as can be ascertained. 
Throughout 
the country the cigar-in aker* furnish 
the largest num ber of members to the 
organization, and after them, in regu­ 
lar order, the car-drivcrs 
and 
the 
anthracite coal miners. 
In New York 
City the quota of Knights furnished by 
the printers undoubtedly exceed that 
supplied by any other class of wage- 
earnero, but the carpet-workers are 
also strongly organized. 
Before this 
year is out these proportion#will prob­ 
ably 
be changed. 
The 
telegraph 
brotherhood is likely to be in tile or­ 
ganization, and a strong effort is being 
made to make the raihoad operators 
unite with their commercial brethren. 
Active proselyting, moreover, is going 
on among the brakem en, gatemen, 
ticket-sellers, station men and every 
other employe connected with the rail­ 
roads. 
The order embraces many other than 
manual laborers. 
In the membership 
are merchants, employers of labor in 
numerous trades and manufactories, 
architects, 
clergymen, 
physicians, 
newspaper men, and, more than m ight 
he expected, Congressional and State 
legislators and members of State and 
municipal governments are Knights of 
Labor. 
The only businesses which are 
debarred from admission are those of 
the banker, stock-hroker, lawyer and 
liquor dealer. 
With regard to the last 
business, the exclusion is so wide as to 
keep out all persons who derive any 
profit or income from the sale of in­ 
toxicating drinks. 
Many women are 
members of the organization, and one 
of its fundam ental principles is “equal 
pay for equal w ork.'1 
Inferentially the 
right of suffrage is conceded to wom­ 
en, and the Michigan branch of the 
order recently adopted 
resolutions 
specifically favoring the extension of 
the ballot to female citizens.—if. I
